AN ORDINANCE 


Granting the right of way to the Dtmtur 


Horse Railway and Carrying Company. 


SECTION 1. Be It ordained by the City 


Council of the city of Decatur, That the 
permission, authority and consent of the 
said city of Decalur be, and the samel In 
hereby, granted to the Decatur Horse Hall- 
way and Carrying Company to construct, 
operate and maintain a single track Tor a 
railway, wlltt all necessary and convenient 
tra«kB for turnouts, sidetracks and swllou- 
es. lu all of the following named streets In 
said city of Decalur, tq-wlt: Commencing 
at the Junction of EastCerro Qordo streel, 
wllh the depot grounds of the Toledo, Wa- 
bajh and Western *nd the Illinois central 
Railways, thence west along sard East 
Cerro (Jordo street to North Mam street, 
tnence south along said North Main street 
across the old public square to South Main 
street, thence south on «ald South Main 
street to Cemetery street, and thence along 
said Cemetery street to IJecatur Qreeen- 
wood Cenititery. And commencing witn 
another branch of said railway at tnejuno- 
tlon of said North Main street and west 
Eldorado street, thence west along said 
West Eldorado street to the city limits.— 
And also commencing at tueold square and 
running thence east ou East Main street to 
the Illinois Central Kailroad or depot 
groundsof the Pans and Deealur Railroad, 
said Hallway and Carrying Company shall

Tlie said Street Hallway and Car 
rylng Company sball locate, construct und 
lay Its tracks upon the surface of ihestreels, 
sinking them sufficiently 10 bring thi* top 
of the track even with the surrounding 
suilace of the street**, aa they now areoi 
may be when the ir.utlt !•> laid therein; and 
if at any time the said city shall establish a 
grade on any street used or occupied by the

DEATH OF HON. JESSE K. 


One by one the old leaders are pass 


ing away. Jesse K. Dubois, one of the 
molt prominent citizens of the state, 
died at Springfield last night. 


Jesse K. Dubois was the youngest 


gon of Capt. Toussaint Dubois—a 
French Canadian, who settled in Vm- 
eennes about 1780—and was barn at 
tbe residence of his father in Lawrence 
couity, ia this itate, January 14, 1811. 
Be entered public life at the age ot 
twenty-three, as a member of the legis- 
lature from his native county, and was 
reeleated continuously for ten years. 
At that lime he acted with the Whig 
rMTty, and in 1841 was appointed Reg- 
Met of tbe Land Office at Palestine, 
by President Harrison, who was a life- 
long friend of his father. The death of 
HarrUon and the party treason of Tyler 
caused Dubois to resign his commission 
and return to his farm, from which be 
was called by President Taylor in 1349, 
,. occupy th, post of Receiver of pub- ^ ^ 
lie moneys at the same land office, and .^ elistence 
thU position he held until removed by 
President Pierce, in 1853. 
The same 


year he was el«oted County Judge of 
Lawrence county, and in 1854 ha allied 
fail politic*! fortunes with tha oppos 
neaU of the Kansas Nebraska bill. 
In 


1856 he was nouiiuated by the first Re- 
publican State Convention, which was 
keld at Bloominglon, for the office of 
Auditor of Public Aec«unts; and went 
into office the following January, with 
BiMell, Wood, Hatch, and the remain- 
der of the ticket. His satisfactory con- 
duct of the affairs of the office for four 
yeari wcared for him a re-nomination 
without oppoiition, at the hands of the 
famoui Decatur Convention of I860, 
aad he WM again triumphantly elected- 
Hii term of office expired in January, 
1865, and since then he has held no 
public office. 


He was a splendid specimen of the 


men of the pait—honest, patriotic, and 
itrtngly endowed with that robust com- 
•on leuie which is better than all the 
training of the schools.

The most frequent ntteram-e upon the

Mr. Hayes will be elect- 


ed if he gets the 12 votes of Florida 
and Louisiana. If the sentiment of the 
blacks and the majority of the jopula^ 
tion are to be taken into account, Mr. 
Hayes is clearly entitled to the whole 34 
black votes in the Electoral College. 
There is not the slightest doubt that the 
8 votes of Mississippi, the 4 of Florida, 
the 7 of South Carolina, _ and the 
8 of Louisiana, belong to him.

The court has decided to consider 


other contests separately, and will hear 
arguments this afternoon as to count- 
ing the electoral vote. 


The board of state canvassers, yes- 


terday, reported to the supreme court, 
stating the candidates who received the 
highest rote, also giving the memoran- 
dum of the board, stating that, iu their 
opinion, certain irregularities affecting 
some republican candidates should be 
corrected. This morning the court or. 
dered the board to issue certificates of 
election lo candidates to the legislature 
shown by the board's report to have 
the highest votes. 


The court to day, issued a rule for 


the returning board to show cause why 
they should not correct the statements 
of county canvassers by the ^precinct 
returns. 


Pending these proceedings tho booad 


held a session and issued certificates to 
all members of the legislature, except 
Laurens and Edgefield counties, thus 
securing a majority of the legislature to 
the republicans, the defeat of Hampton 
and the election of Chamberlain. They 
also issued certificates of election to re- 
publican electors, and all the republi- 
can state ticket. The board theu ad- 
journed sine die.

cent election were pending before the 
supreme court, composed of 
three 


judges belonging to the>irepublican 
party, and in direct violation of the 
orders of this tribunal, the board have 
issued certificates of election to the re- 
publican presidential electors, and to 
the republican state officers, and have 
refused to give certificates to democratic 
members of the legislature, shown by 
returns of this same board to have teen 
elected, in the counties of Edgefield 
and Laureos. This high-handed out- 
rage is well calculated to arouse the ins 
dignation of our long suffering people, 
but I assure tham, that this revolution- 
ary act of the board can have no legal 
force whatever.

THE EABLY SCHOOL TEACHER. 


[Extract from J W. Smith's History of 
Mscou couni.T.] 


" But it was in the school-room 


of those early days that the teacher 
showed hi« poweis to the greatest ad- 
vantage. 
There he was the supreme 


autocrat and ruled usually with a kind 
ot sledge-hammer bravado, that was a 
terror to little urchins. 
The moment 


he called "bonks ' there was a mingled 
expression of sternness and suavity that 
settled on his austere luow as though he 
was born to rule tue storm. That very 
moment he liecanie transposed from 
"Richard drunk to Richard sober," as it 
weie, and he gathered up all the hilari- 
ous facultiei about him and drowned 
them out, as if, thenceforth arjd|fort»ver, 
he expected lo remain an iceberg of 
dtspair and solemnity. Whea he spoke 
lie apokc ag ons having authority, and 
Ijis orders were peremptory and abso- 
lute 
There was LO IOOK of compromise 


in his appearance, and the black flag 
was kept continually unfurled from his 
ramparts. 


Ua the morning school commenced he 


rtad a string of rules as long aa the 
code of Napoleon, and altogether more 
stringent. The rules he kept in the top 
of his hat and read ouce a day by way 
of warning, and in the enforcing of 
which he directed more energy, mental 
and physical, than to imparting instruc- 
tion. There stood iu the corner, or lay 
concealed iu the desk, a weapon ef daily 
use, of hickory or hazel origin. This he 
used as a war measure, bolh offensive 
and defensive. It was not used as a 
dernier resort, but as a first resort, aud 
that too often quite vigorously. When 
the offending urchin had passed the Una 
prescribed by the oft repealed rules, DO 
matter whether 
intentional or not, 


down came the rod, if for no other rea- 
son than to show the inexorable quality 
of the atoresaid rules. 


Order was the first law of heaven, and 


the keeping of order wa» the keeping 
of rule:. If for instance the rule* said 
"no laughing out in school allowed," 
aad by the merest accident, anu wholly 
unintentional, (he most innocent littl* 
titter was beard abeve the surrounding 
din, the dogs ot war were let loose and
